Gleason, of Newport, on the Alexandria 
pike Thursday, were brought here and 
lodged in jail last night. The prisoner?, 
after starting, began to realize thoir 
position and grew anxious and nervous 
npon their arrival. 
Being greeted by 


a large and rather excited crowd, sev- 
eral of the men weakened and begged 
for protection. This, however, waa not 
necessary, aa there was not the slight- 
est demonstration. 


Tbe prisoners were landed in the 


Mason county jail, one of the finest and 
most substantial in Kentucky. 
They 


were placed in separate cells and not 
allowed to communicate in any way 
with one another. At 8 o'clock a small 
army of citizens gathered at the jail 
and offered their services t;o Jailer John 
Johnson, but all suoh offers were re 
fused. 
The jailer said he anticipated 


no trouble, though he had taken al' 
necessary precautions. 


The jail is BO situated as to make an 


attack from any sido an easy matter, 
bnt safeguards had been placed about 
the place. 
The main entrance to the 


jail building, leading into the residence 
of the sheriff, waa left open throughout 
the night and persons passed in and out 
at will. 


The five deputy sheriffs from New- 


port remained on duty at the jail until 
nearly 12 o'clock, when they were dis- 
missed by Sheriff Plummer, who re- 
mained in the private offioe with sev- 
eral of the prisoners. 
He spent the 


night in an effort to secure from them 
a confession. 
One by one they were 


brought from their cells and closely 
questioned by Plummer. 
Most of this 


time was spent on "Dad " Meiner and 
George Greer, who are generally be- 
lieved to ha the leaders of the gang, 
and the guilty parties of^the crowd. 


Sheriff Plammer refused to make 


known what was said to him, bnt 
Meiner admitted that he had given the 
sheriff Jthe facts, showing who were 
really guilty and exonerating several 
fellow prisoners.

of Great Britain's declination to enter 
the conference unless it is limited to 
the experts of the United States, Great 
Britain and Canada, but also has been 
informed quite fully as to what led the 
Marquis of Salisbury to this conclu- 
sion. 


The British view, <xs laid before the 


state department is that at no stage of 
tho negotiations has the British gov- 
ernment agreed to a conference except 
that between tho experts of Great Brit- 
ain, Canada and the United, Stivtea, 


It is not questioned that Secretary 


Sherman and Ambassador Hay made 
suggestions that the conference should 
be 'between "the powers Interested," 
ami that some of the notes from the 
United States authorities expressed a 
desire to have Russia and Japan take 
part in the 
conference. 
But it is 


pointed out that 
these 
suggestions 


came from the United States, and until 
accented, could 'have no effect in deter- 
mining the nature of the conference. 


So far as the suggestions were ac- 


cepted, the note of Lord Salisbury of 
July 28 is said to stand alone, and this 
note, it is stated, mentioned only a 
conference between the experts of the 
United, States, Great Britain and Can- 
ada. 


SOMK SPECULATION 


AH to tlui Policy of SpEinlsh Government 


Toward Cuba. 


Washington, Oct. 8.—The state de- 


partment has not yet been officially in- 
formed of the purpose of the Spanish 
government to dissolve the cortes in 
December, as indicated in the Madrid 
cablegrams. 


It was expected, however, that it 


would be found necessary for tlie cab- 
inet to go to the country in order to 
secure the support of a majority for 
the liberal policy toward Cuba, inas- 
much as the present corles has a clear 
Conservative majority whenever that 
party's elements can be brought to- 
gether. 
Disappointment is felt at the 


remote date set for the convening of 
the new cortes, for it is presumed that 
any new program for the settlement 
of Cuban affairs must be ratified by 
tbe cortes, and if this is not to meet 
until next March the long delay, it is 
feared, will give rise to irritation, and 
perhaps be beyond the powers of en- 
durance of the present administration. 


It is possible, 
however, that by a 


promt declaration of policy 
toward 


Cuba, couched in such terms and made 
public in such fashion as to bind the 
government beyond doubt, tbe delay 
will not be serious in results.

The reason for thia ia the inability of 
the banks to secure thia year, through 
the sub-treasury, the benefit of the gov- 
ernment contract ratea for the expreas- 
age. Aa a result ol that the banks have 
had to pay what are known as bankers' 
ratea to the express companies, which 
are two or three times as great fas the 
jovemnment contract rates, or ship 
;heir money by registered mail. 


The cost of postage and insurance ia 


much 
less than tbe usual express 


charges at what are known as bankers' 
rates. Few New York bankers, how- 
ever, would remit- money in that way, 
•unless they were directed to do so by 
their 
correspondents. 
They would 


rather ship it by express, even though 
it cost more to do so, because they con- 
sider it the safer way. 


If money is lost by an express com- 


pany during transmission, the loss ia 
promptly made good, whereas, bankers 
say, it takes a long time, 
and ia a 


i troublesome taak to recover the amount 
when the money is lost in the mails. 
The government is not responsible; it 
only promises to take greater care of a 
reigstered package, for which the regis- 
tration fee of eight cents is charged; 
it cannot or does not guarantee its da- 
ivery forreimburaement in case of loss. 


For instance, a few years ago a 


Southern bauk ordered from its New 
York correspondent $20,000 in currency, 
he money to ba sent by registered 
mail. 
Tbe package was put, or eup- 


josed to have been put, in a certain 
;hrough pouch, but when the pouch 
was opened in the Southern post-office 
in the presence of the president of the 
aank, who was anxious about the ar- 
rival of the money, the package was 
not there. 
Investigation by the post- 


office authorities failed to discover 
whereabouts, and the insurance com- 
pany which had issued a policy gnar 
anteeing its safe delivery was no more 
successful, aud it was a long time be- 
fore the bank was reimbursed for the 
loss. 
The inconvenience 
caused 
to 


banks by the non-receipt of money on 
time could not be estimated. 
In some 


cases, aa in times of panic, fur instance, 
the delay might be fraught with very 
serious consequences.—New York Post.

of the 10 prisoners (one being still 
held for further identification) to tne 
Chesapeake and Ohio depot to take 
the train for 
Maysville, there was 


such a big crowd about the jai! that 
the sheriff called out the entire police 
force, day and night, to preserve or- 
der. 


It was with difficulty that the men 


were taken to the two wagons which 
conveyed them to the depot, and the 
crowd followed closely after. At the 
depot and before the train arrived, the 
situation grew more threatening. The 
crowd jeered the prisoners, and shouts 
of "Don't let them get on that train," 
were heard.

ANOTHER WITNESS 


Testifies Abont Receiving a Receipt Dated 


After Judge Camden's Death. 


Glennville, W. Va., Oct. 8.—Up to this 


time 27 witnesses have been examined 
by the prosecution in the Atkinson 
forgery trial in progress here. 


A dramatic incident was in the in- 


troduction of John 
Morris, a blind 


man, very old, but intelligent, as a wit- 
ness for the prosecution. He stated 
that he was a neighbor and friend of 
Owens, who is jointly indicted with 
Mrs. Atkinson, that in a conversation 
had with him some time after Judge 
Camden's death, Owens stated that he 
had been to see Mrs. Camden, now 
Mrs. Atkinson, and had fully adjusted 
his land matters and received from 
Mrs. Oamden a receipt for $40 more 
than the price of the land. The wit- 
ness was followed by others who re- 
lated 
conversations 
with Owens in 


which similar statements were made. 
The receipts mentioned are the ones 
alleged to have 'been forged by Mrs. 
Atkinson and used by Owens. 


The session was devoted to the exam- 


ination of witnesses as to the pecu- 
niary condition of Owens for the pur- 
pose of establishing that Owens at no 
time could 'have paid the amount of 
money shown by the receipts. 


A sensation was sprung by the pros- 


ecution when they introduced George 
W. Davidson, and offered in evidence 
receipts purporting to have been given 
in the name of Judge Camden in 1889. 
Davidson stated on the stand that the 
receipts were written, signed and de- 
livered to him by Mrs. Atkinson about 
three years after the death of Judge 
Camden. 


Objection as to the admissibility of 


the evidence was at once raised 'by the 
attorneys for the defense. 
The de- 


fense maintained that the truth of an- 
other offense could not be admitted as 
evidence in support of the charge now 
tendered. 
Judge Blizzard overruled 


the objection raised by the defense, 
and the evidence was admitted, 
ri. 


D. Healers was called to the stand and 
stated that some time subsequent to 
Judge Camden's death, Mrs. Atkinson 
offered to write and deliver to him re- 
ceipts in Judge Camden's name sim- 
ilar to those for the alleged forgery of 
which she is being tried. 
Witness 


stated that 'he refused the offer and 
that he said to Mrs. Atkinson, "I don't 
like to do business that way." The 
state will soon close.

just now,and I believe that these prop- 
erties, if 
properly handled, will be 


worth more than they are at present. 
The present stockholders will remain 
in the new 
company, 
although the 


control may change ownership of the 
other companies, but it ought not to 
affect them in the least. The compa- 
nies were there before and operated in 
harmony with the Chicago Gas com- 
pany, and there will be no intention 
or thought of invading its territory, or 
making any sweeping reduction in the 
price of gas. 


If we do complete the purchase we 


expect to make money out of the man- 
ufacture and sale of gas at remunera- 
tive rates. All of this excitement over 
the matter of the proposed purchase 
is entirely unwarranted by the facts."

What HaunaUm linn Done For the Pro- 


tected Monopolists. 


No more interesting, illuminating 


and suggestive commentary upon cur- 
rent commercial conditions is printed 
anywhere than that which an eminent 
journalist, writing over tne pseudonym 
of "Matthew Marshal!," contributes to 
the Sun. 
It is true that the writer's 


attitude is that of an extreme conser- 
vative, a defender of vested interests 
against all assaults. When this fact is 
kept in mind, regular perusal of his ar- 
ticles is sure to entertain and perhaps 
to instruct the reader. 


Last Monday Marshall discussed the 


position of the 
so-called 
industrial 


stocks in the market. "With commend- 
able frankness he chronicled the fact 
that the stocks of such monopolistic- 
corporations 
as the 
Standard 
Oil 


trust, the American Sugar Refining 
company .and 
the Consolidated Gas 


company have shown the most 
rapid 


advances and hold the strongest posi- 
tion in the market. 
He notes that 


Standard Oil stock launched at 90 is 
now about 325, despite a heavy increase 
in capitalization, and that sugar cer- 
tificates, which once "under hostile de- 
cisions by the courts of this state and 
fear of receiverships for some of the 
company's most 
valuable refineries 


* * * fell nearly to 50," are now in 
the neighborhood of 157. As for the 
rise in gas stocks, the writer describes 
it as "both unexpected and large"—ad- 
jectives which an increase from 70 or 
less in 1887 to nearly 220 this year in 
the price of New York Consolidated 
Gas certainly justifies. 


Curiously enough, so astute a writer 


as Marshall wholly fails to note 
the 


reasons for the remarkable prosperity 
of these corporations. In the cases of 
the first two he ascribes it wholly to 
the "superior talent with which their 
affairs have been conducted." Superior 
talent is perhaps an over-euphemistic 
phrase to apply to the methods of Mr. 
John D. Rockefeller 
and 
Mr. H. O. 


Havemeyer. In the records of a long 
series of legislative investigations and 
court proceedings the quality of supe- 
rior unscriipiilousness seems to

been pretty clearly established in their 
procedure.
